Nearly Four Score Years of Age, Civil 
War Veteran Makes Trip to Peak 
and Return in Good Time. 

The days of the great Civil war are j 
long past and the surviving “boys in 
blue’’ are now all well advanced in vears. 
But many of them are still vigorous, and 
able to perform feats of endurance which 
would test the powers of many younger 
men. Especially is this true of many 
of the Grand Army men of Sierra Madre. 

A somewhat remarkable feat of moun¬ 
tain climbing was accomplished Tues¬ 
day of this week by Mr. J. H. Armstrong 
of this city, a Civil war veteran of 
seventy-seven years. Leaving the foot of 
the trail at 7:15, Mr. Armstrong, accom¬ 
panied by his daughter, reached the 
half-way house in two hours, and ar¬ 
rived at the peak at 12:15. Here, after 
snowballing for a time by way of exer¬ 
cise and to work up an appetite, they i 
took dinner at the famous mountain 
hostelry, later starting on their return 1 
trip, arriving home about 6 o’clock in i 
evening. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. Arm¬ 
strong will not be in the city at the < 
time of the coming race for the gold i 
medal offered by Richard K. Fox, for ] 
the best record to the peak and return, > 
as, should he enter the race, he might 1 
make some of the young athletes look 1 
to their laurels.

Noted Traveler and ‘Lecturer Gives 
Interesting Talk on Land of the 
Midnight Sun. 

On Monday evening, March 23, Mr. 
B. A. Baumgardt lectured to a goodly 
. audience, under the auspices of the 
Woman’s club, on “Norway." It was 
surely a trip full of romantic charm 
and inspiration. With him his listeners 
entered Norway by way of Christiania, 
t and left it at the North cape under the 
5 glowing midnight sun. The audience 
I traversed it largely by boat, or pony 
( conveyance, for ascents and descents on 
I steep grades are not condusive to rapid 
j railway development. 

We spent but little time in the cities, 

, for Christiania is similar to other 
» 

. European capitals, and cities scarcely 
show us the people in their native 
simplicity; and it was among the people 
that the lecturer spent much time. 
They are certainly a stalwart peasantry, 
of a somewhat higher type than the 
peasantry of other countries. There is 
but two-tenths of one per cent of the 
people who are illiterate. We were 
interested in the ancient wedding 
gowns, heirlooms, carefully preserved 
and worn by the brides of today in the 
country places. 

With the lecturer as guide we made 
detours to Spitzbergen island where we 
were introduced to the Norwegian 
fishermen and sailors, who should cer¬ 
tainly be the hardiest in the world, 
after the life of risk and danger from 
early boyhood, which earns a meagre 
livelihood for their families by daily 
battle with the stormy elements. 

We visited, too, the home of the 
' Laplander dirty hovels, without light 
or air. The Laplander is sturdy but 
! very dirty and of nomadic habits. His 
j herds of reindeer constitute his fortune. 

! Here and there we wound in and out : 
among the mountains and fiords of the i 
Vikings, waited beside a crystal moun¬ 
tain lake to enjoy trout, and Norwegian < 
strawberries, and then descended by i 
waterfalls of mist, to traverse fiords so < 
narrow as only to permit a steamer to ] 
pass. On either side precipitous walls 
of rock rofee perpendicularly for five ’ 
thousand feet, and beneath the water i 
flowed in valleys as deep as mountains. 1 
Great glaciers were traversed in inland \ 
places, and on the coast in the same t 
latitude wild flowers were blooming, a 
because of the kindly spirit of the Gulf i 
Stream. a 

At last, after a long steamer trip, we 1 
climbed to the high table of the North r 
cape and watched the sun sink slowly 
to the surface of the water, quiver, and c 
begin to rise again for its next day’s a 
trip across the heavens,—a fitting fare- r 
well to a majestic country. c 

Mr. Baumgardt is to give on succes- j 
sive Friday nights in the near future, 
three more lectures entitled, respective- r 
ly, “Paris,” “Naples," and “An Evening 4 
with the Stars.” Admission for each 1 
lecture will be 25 cents. It is hoped e 
that a large audience will show its ap- j 
preciation of Mr. Baumgardt's scholarly j 
ability as a lecturer.

ever. The exact wording of the deed ^ 
is in part as follows: 

“This conveyance is made upon the | 
condition that the real estate conveyed 
be used only for the purpose of public 2 
free library forever.”

complied with, as no one is allowed to t 
take out books without paying for the j 
privilege, and at the end of twenty j 
years we find thirty-two people in j 
Sierra Madre who are regular annual j 
members, and entitled to this privilege. c 
Are we not treading on dangerous t 
ground in not complying with the con- 
ditions of the deed of gift? Are you c 
satisfied with this kind of a public free t 
library? 1 t 

If the women of Sierra Madre are j „ 
willing to take over its responsibilities, j j 
and endeavor to make it what it should 
be, free to every man, woman, and child, t( 
why not let them? Every man in town ^ 
ought to throw up his hat in approval, 
and back them up to the extent of say- ^ 
ing: “If you need any help come e 

around.” This makes for progress. A 
little help from everybody is needed to 
make this town what it should be. 

What have they accomplished since T 
deciding to take a hand in this library 
affair? Sent in over fifty paid annual 
memberships and brought about consent j el 
on the part of the library to establish a i tr 
juvenile department.

Does that not look as though they a , 
mean business? 

They now want to elect a board of n ' 
directors who will work harmoniously, d; 
Their desire is laudable, and should be 
endorsed, and if it is, I believe before n , 
another year we will have in fact a p 
library free to everybody, and sup¬ 
ported by popular subscription. ^ 


County Supervisor Manning States 
Work Will Begin Soon, and 
Be Pushed to Completion. 

Will Prove of Much Benefit to Sierra 
Madre and Make Trail 
More Popular. 


Nearly every citizen of Sierra Madre 
will rejoice at the statement made yes¬ 
terday by County Supervisor Charles 
Manning that the work of improving 
the Mount Wilson trail would be under¬ 
taken by the supervisors, and that this 
much-traveled thoroughfare was to be 
put in first-class condition. 

Mountain climbing has ever been a 
popular pastime, and not only is it in¬ 
dulged in by the people of this city, 
but thousands each month come to 
| Sierra Madre to make the ascent up 
Mount Wilson, or at least a part of the 
way. 

From constant use and from the ac¬ 
tion of the elements the trail of late has 
been in very poor condition in places, 
some portions being on the verge of the 
danger point. Some weeks ago a peti¬ 
tion was framed and largely signed, 
asking the supervisors to take charge of 
the work of making needed repairs. 
This petition was recently presented to 
the board, and Mr. Manning yesterday 
stated that the work would be under¬ 
taken. 

A camp will be established, probably 
at the quarter-way house, from which 
operations will be conducted. A small 
amount of the money left in the hands of 
the supervisors when the city incor¬ 
porated will be applied to this work. 
In addition, the Staats company, operat¬ 
ing the hotel at the peak, and Mr. 
McNally, of Orchard Camp, commonly 
called the half-way house, will con¬ 
tribute financially to the enterprise, 
while it is probable the Pacific Electric 
company, which reaps a rich harvest in 
the transportation of tourists and moun¬ 
tain climbers to the foot of the trail, 
will do its full share to carry forward 
the work. 

Capt. Manning is.particularly entitled 
to the thanks of the people of Sierra 
Madre for the interest he has taken in 
the project, as the favorable action of 
the supervisors is largely due to his 
efforts.

The Lumiere plate looks like a com- A 
mon plate, and is also coated on one 
side, of course, with what appears to be b 
the familiar, greenish yellow film. s< 

The brighter the day, when the sitting ! ti 
takes place, the better a color-photo- T 
graph will prove. The exposure must si 
be longer. In getting photographs here¬ 
tofore, you only had to say, “Look at o 
the pretty bird!” The bank president tl 
or the clubwoman would look, you’d h 
press the bulb; one second—“That’s all!” 
For a color photograph they’d have to e: 
look at the bird during 40 or 50 seconds, p 
Most of the following details as to si 
the process of making Lumiere pictures a:

Make the exposure with the glass side bi 
of the plate, not the film side, towards fij 
the lense. sr 

Filter the light through a yellow rt 


Develop the plate—during the first 
minute at least—in absolute darkness. 
At that stage even a bright thought will 
streak the hypersensitive plate. After 
the first minute, during the long wait 
up to two minutes and a half you may 
relieve your suspense by examining the 
plate under a very dull red light. 

The “developer,” of alcohol and pyro- 
gallic acid, includes the two first of ten 
chemicals that you must employ in 
order to extract the colors hidden in 
■the plate by Nature. After the develop¬ 
ment is completed, you put the plate 


into a solution of permanganate and 
sulphuric acid, and carry the whole 
, affair out into the daylight; the rest you 
lr can perform as publicly as a good deed. 

With a second developer you trans¬ 
form the negative plate into a positive. 

You apply a destroying solution to 
destroy the second development, 
r By means of an intensifying solution, 
,t you bring out the colors more vividly, 
e You put the plate into a cleansing 
r solution, which clears the colors up. 
t With a fixing solution, you remove 
- the silver, so as to keep the picture 
s from fading. 

Washing and drying of the plate 
r come then in order, 
s Thereafter you varnish the film. 

I Enclosed between a clear glass in 
> front to protect the film and a ground 
: glass behind to soften the light before 
which you will hold the plate, the pic- 
l ture is now ready to be all bound 
: ’round with an adhesive border, put in 
l a handsome box, and delivered to your 
, customer. It will suggest the old

You have saved time on the retouch- 
; ing and the printing. Because you 
can’t retouch a Lumiere plate without 
marring it, and you can’t print on paper 
any photographs from a Lumiere plate.

Here the plate is translu¬ 
cent, and must be held up before the 
light in order to disclose the picture 
and its natural colors.

It is hoped that the experiments now : 
progressing in France and elsewhere 
will result, after a year or two, in the i 
discovery of a method by which color- 
photographs can be printed on paper. 
At present the original picture only re¬ 
wards the pleasant looking of the sitter. 1 
In discussing a recent experiment in 
color-photography, the St. Paul Dispatch * 
says: The first person in the Northwest ^ 
to sit for a color-photograph was Mrs. 
Mildred Clough. 

The resulting full-lemgth portrait, 5 
by 7 inches, represents Mrs. Clough 
seated. She wears a cream-white cos¬ 
tume, and she retains her hat and gloves. 
The back of the chair is draped. A 
sheaf of roses lies in her lap. £ 

As rich, yet more delicate than in any 1 
oil-painted miniature are disclosed all { 
the natural colors when this picture is ^ 
held before a subdued light. f 

At one side of the chairback the drap- c 
ery is green, at the other side salmon- 
pink. The white ostrich plumes of the f 
sitter’s hat have depth and “tenderness” f 
as well as precise color. Although Mrs. 1 
Clough's dark-brown hair is shadowed j 
by her hat, and looks almost black, the 
difference can be easily seen between 
such black and a more jet-like hue of a '

figure occupies but a small part of the 
small plate, the eyes are about the size, i 
respectively, of two pin heads But S 
their blue color is evident, and the blue " 
does not stand ou.' vr> naturally, as 
would be the case if tne eyes had been s 
painted, within such dimensions, by any 
but the most able miniaturist. ^ 

The face shows flesh tint as it really j 
is, not the substitute tint familiar in the 
best portraits. For real flesh-color, as 1 
everyone knows, has varied between the ^ 
damask of Bourgereau and the reddish n 
leather of Rubens, yet has never at- 
tained much more than a conventional ii 
likeness to the actual shade of human ^ 
skin. In this color-photography, how¬ 
ever, even the slight and life-like differ- 


I ence between the fairness of her neck, 
’ as revealed above a high collar, is 
i brought forth surprisingly. 

• Each pendant of a turquoise necklace 
she is wearing has a wonderful perspec- 
. tive and “body,” a wonderful accuracy 
> in the greenish-blue, considering that 
the pendants are, as to size, but little 
, more than specks. The gold bracelet 
about one of the white, elbow-length 
; gloves exhibits the peculiar metalic yel¬ 
low; moreover, it fairly sparkles in the 
light. The green leaves beside the bright 
roses appear too vivid. But when Mr. 
Golling brings out for comparison the 
identical flowers that the sitter has held, 
one can see that this green is no less 
vivid, in fact, than the camera has de¬ 
clared. 

All the colors, from the most delicate 
white to the bluest black, are made evi¬ 
dent. Nor has the camera failed to 
modify the several tints appropriately 
according to the texture of the cloth, fea¬ 
ther, wood, plant and human skin. 

Most extra ordinary is the dainti¬ 
ness with which, upon the cream-colored 
gown, is traced and blended a flower 
pattern in green and oink and purple. 
Such an achievement rises clearly be¬ 
yond the farthest possible effort of any 
miniaturist, not to mention any photo¬ 
graph tinter. 

At its present stage color-photography 
demands more skill than is possessed 
by any but the most competent amateur. 
And although it will never give the 
wrong color, it requires, from profes¬ 
sional camera-men, more than the usual 
amount of taste and care to develop all 
the colors, all the lines and shadows; 
so that the whole may demonstrate what 
the color-photograph really is—a perfect 
miniature painted by an infallible artist.

“The idea of the government is not so 
much to provide an international or 
universal exposition in the proper 
sense of the term, and to set forth to 
the world in concrete shape all that 
Japan has been able to produce in the 
way of art, manufacture, and agricul¬ 
tural staples. It is therefore to be 
styled a Grand Exhibition.” 

This modesty of title will not, how¬ 
ever, prevent Japan’s great show from 
hiving a broadly international character, 
and it is taken for granted that the na¬ 
tions of the earth will compete with 
the natives in mechanical appliances, 
iidustrial products, and works of art. 
At least they will be afforded every 
opportunity of doing so.

Small halls and school buildings are 
being overhauled all over the country. 

Good will come. Children and a udi- 
ences will be safer. But the real peril 
goes deeper than doors and approaches 
in combustible construction. A host 
of buildings are exactly in the con¬ 
dition of the Collinwood school, ready 
to burn the instant a fire begins. 

This is a national lack in our build¬ 
ings for all purpose. Timber has been 
cheap and it is used as nowhere else, 
outside of Russia, another land of 
many fires. Building regulations do 
something in our large cities, but not 
enough. 

These regulations prevent buildings 
from being put up which will fall down 
for lack of strength, but they do not 
yet sufficiently require fireproof or 
slow-burning construction. The time 
has come when this should be required 
in all cities by their building regu¬ 
lations and when state law should im¬ 
pose sound construction, safe against 
fire in towns and boroughs. 

Until this is done ghastly, terrible 
catastrophes like those at Boyertown 
and Collinwood will still be possible. 
Not even the Slocum disaster has rid ; 
the excursion steamers of the timber t 
decks which on that occasion des- . 
troyed life wholesale.— Philadelphia !
